Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18 - 19, 21 - 23, 26 - 31 and 33 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 26 and 28, patentability resides, at least in part, in at least one 
conductive interface electrically cooperating with two or more conductive portions of the 
chamber, wherein the two or more conductive surfaces electrically cooperate with the at 
least one conductive interface, so that two or more different functions may be 
accomplished depending on the relative position of the at least one conductive interface 
with respect to the conductive surfaces, in combination with the other limitations of 
these claims. 

Amoroso (5531601) shows substantially the invention. However, it does not 
show selectively making electrical contact by a rotating force. 

Flick et al. (7083474) and Woo (2006/0089054) are examples of two or more 
conductive surfaces electrically cooperating with the at least one conductive interface so 
that two or more different functions may be accomplished. 

Kita (6619835) is an example of a display 60 showing information of different 
functions. 

Even though references separately teach portions of the claimed invention, there 
is no proper motivation to combine these teachings.
